JABULA !! 


The fifth annual Jabula Challenge 
was held this year on September 26, 
the hosts once again being the 
initiators of the competition, 
Jabula Camera Club. 


The response this year made this 
the biggest event in the series so 
far and approximately 200 members 
from the 11 participating clubs 
crowded in the Main Hall of the 
Jabula Social Centre to enjoy an 
evening of top class slides. 


The challenge was opened by the 
President of PSSA, Les Luckhoff, and 
in his opening address he congratula- 
ted Jabula Camera Club on organising 
such an event. He mentioned that 
Jabula were one of the clubs predom- 
inant in arranging interclub compe- 
tition which was an ideal method of 
bringing photographers together and 
wished them well in future such 
events. 


Brian Jude of L Saul & Co then gave 
a short illustrated talk on the 
latest Minolta pocket camera and 
then the competition got under way. 


The judges, who were invited on 
behalf of Jabula by Garnett Grove, 
Chairman of the PSSA Transparency 
Division, were John Wesson FPSSA, 

of Welkom, Louis Louw APSSA, of 
Odendaalsrus and Mel Jones of Vereen- 
iging. These poor fellows had the 
unenviable task of judging 264 slides 
and then selecting from these the 

top Nature and Open slides. 


Jabula eventually ran out the winners, 
for the Sth consecutive year, with 

259 points, followed by Afrikaanse 
Fotografiese Organisasie with 241 
points, Johannesburg Photographic 
Society (224), Germiston Camera and 
Cine Club tied with Southern Suburbs 
Camera Club in fourth place with 219, 
followed by Florida Camera Club (218), 
SABS Camera Club (216), Pretoria 
Photographic Society and Springs 
Colour Slide Club (210), Edenvale 
Photographic Club (204) and Benoni 
Camera Club (203). 


The best Nature slide was "Marico 
Flycatcher" by Ben Harmse APSSA and 
the best Open slide was "Iets vir 

die pan" by Fritz de Wijn, both of AFO. 


Detlef Basel, Salon Co-ordinator of 
PSSA presented Jabula Plaques to the 
above and the PSSA Bronze Medal to 
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Roy Walter, Jabula's Chairman.

One of the reasons I am glad this 
came my way is that it gives me an 
excuse to air something I heard 
which both had me worried and set 
me thinking. The gist of the 
remarks concerned were levelled at 
the Pro's and Con's of salon 
entrance. The feeling was that it 
was pointless entering International 
Salons which were only serving to 
support and boost the points logs of 
overgeas competitors who always 
carried off all the prizes. 


The source of these chance remarks 
matters not one whit. What does 
matter is the implication! Either 
we are implying that Salons are 
unfair or biased towards overseas 
entrants or that we don't stand a 
chance against overseas competition! 
EFither way, if this feeling has any 
form of prevalence I say we stamp it 
out here and now with an avalanche 
of entrants for the Cape. 


The first thought of bias is of 
course as likely as Malta putting a 
man on Mars, so that leaves us 

with the second. Well, that's the 
worst case of "Let's just lie down 
and die" that I ever heard of! 


If they're beating us, maybe we 

don't enter enough. If its not a 
case of numerical superiority then 
face it, they must be better or more 
advanced. What is it? In this 
modern age of mass communication with 
scads of magazines and audio-visual 
material, to say nothing of travel, 
don't throw isolation at me. So nu? 


Are we not as creative, as construc— 
tive, as innovative, as avant garde, 
as original, as any other human 
being? I say we are and could be 
or should be even more so.

Cougnress Report 


Welkom - spend the long weekend in 
Welkom - whoever heard of such a 
preposterous idea? But about 100 
people didn't think it such a bad 
idea and converged on Welkom, the 
scene of the 1977 PSSA Congress. 

At the outset I should like to 
congratulate Ben Mulder and his 
wife Peggy, on providing us with a 
fun Congress, it was one of those 
functions where everyone gave a hand, 
the ladies with the teas and food 
and the old reliable gang looked 
after the projection etc. Barrie 
Wilkins, Andre du Toit, Garnett 
Grove and Humphrey Gerretsen were 
always to the fore in this depart- 
ment. 


After a long series of disasters, 

Ben met the deadline and we commenced 
Congress on the Friday afternoon with 
a workshop, the equipment being Ben's 
delightful daughter, who modelled 

for the keen photographers. It was 
My privilege to open the Congress 
after which we spent an hour or two 
meeting the guest speakers - but more 
of them later ~- and indulging in the 
cheese and wine supplied in abundance.

I shall not detail the lectures 
but Ray showed us some of his 
Diaporamas which were outstanding 
and gave us food for thought much 
as Sir George Pollock had done on 
his first visit to SA. Ina 
subsequent session they showed us 
work of some of Europe's foremost 
workers in this medium. For 
myself Ray produced one of the 
highlights of the Congress - he was 
informative, interesting, humurous 
and completely down-to-earth. 
Edwin, on the other hand, had a 
more formal approach to his audience 
and showed us panels of prints and 
also illustrations of prints on 
slides as well as transparencies.

Still the interest in slide mounting, I 
am happy to say, here's another view from 
Nelspruit ..... 


Dear Mr Cross, 


In your July issue there was a 
criticism of glass mounts for slides. 
I would like to raise one small 
voice in defence of the use of 
glass. I must first make it clear 
that I do not take part in competi- 
tions at all. I have a large 
collection of slides of the 
indigenous flora of South Africa. 
These are used mainly for lectures 
and some of them have probably been 
projected about 30 times and been 
transported all over the Lowveld, 
sometimes on dirt roads. Before 

a lecture every slide to be shown 
has to be spotlessly clean and it 

is so easy to clean them without 
damaging or scratching them. 

Another very important consideration 
in my work is the fact that once I 
have set up my projector EVERY slide 
remains in perfect focus - audiences 
definitely become irritable when 
focus has constantly to be adjusted - 
I know what I do, at any rate. 

I never project a slide before it 
has been glass-mounted with the 
result that the slides have not 
"popped" and I have virtually no 
trouble with newton rings - but 

then again, neither do I have problems 
with excessive humidity, as does 
poor Ann Passmore and other Durban 
members. 


I just wanted to point out that under 
certain circumstances glass mounts 
have decided advantages for certain 
people (my local photographic dealer 


says I am his only customer who 
uses glass!)

Editorial 


People often ask me "Why do you 
belong to a camera club when you 
can learn just as much out of books 
and with practice?". 


Of course people have so many 
arguments against camera clubs that 
I feel the only way to put the full 
scope over is to set this article 
on a question and answer basis, so 
here we go. 


Q. Do not members of a camera club 
get sick and tired of spending a 
night out, just talking about 
photography? 

A. Not at all. The members of a 
camera club have a common hobby 
and so enjoy once or twice a 
month meeting together to pick 
each others brains and to tell 
about the shot that got away. 

Q. In a camera club do members not 
get in a terrible rut when all 
their work is judged only on the 
likes and dislikes of the judges? 

A. I can't deny that this doesn't 
happen sometimes: however, I 
feel that this is up to the 
member in question. If all he 
or she joined a camera club for 
was to gain awards and hence 
increase his or her ego then the 
club is performing a function; I 
feel that the majority of members 
I know would rather know in 
themselves that they have 
achieved what they set out to do 
whether the judges like or dislike 
the end result. 

Q. Why do camera clubs always go on 
outings instead of going out as 
individuals and practicing their 
own thing? 

A. Well, for a start a group of 
people can generally get away 
with doing something ridiculous 
like all crouching in a flower 
bed with posteriors high waiting 
for a "Cabbage white" butterfly 
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to emerge from its cocoon: a 
single guy would I'm sure soon end 
up feet in the air on his way to 
Fort Napier. But seriously, its 
much easier to organise a group 
excursion somewhere and 9 times 
out of 10 a lot cheaper too. 

Lets face it, what's wrong in 
seeing what the other chap is 
doing? As a last reason, there's 
nothing wrong with a bit of 
socialising among members, the 
results sometimes can however be 
quite unexpected. I met my wife, 
Maggie, at the camera club. 

Q. What is the point of practical 
evenings in a camera club curric-— 
ulum? 

A. The answer to this is very much 
the same as the past question, 
however one advantage of a work 
group is that problems can be 
thrashed out in a common atmos- 
phere of learning. Remember, 
books were only written by people 
who have experimented themselves 
and only by experimenting and 
sharing can something new be 
attained. 


Well that's just a few questions I've 
heard in the past. Let's have your 
views and criticisms of the part 
the Bluff Camera Club plays in your 
photographic life.

The Salon Scene 


You will notice that I have recently 
been trying to encourage members to 
enter for our Salons. I get the 
feeling, though, that some new 
members are not aware of the import-— 
ance of supporting these Salons, not 
only to bring support to those 
courageous souls who dare to tackle 
such a horrific task, but for their 
own good. For here lies the proving 
ground where you really get to grips 
with the quality of the work you are 
producing. 


Firstly, let me explain what a Salon 
is. My dictionary states as 
follows: SALON - drawing room; hence 


fashionable gathering; room for 
exhibiting art works; hence, fine 
arts exhibition. There are 
different salons, usually starting 
with a Club Salon where only the 
local Club's members participate. 
Then you get a Salon where a couple 
of Clubs get together, which is then 
an inter-Club Salon. This 

usually develops into a National 
Salon, which, because of the work 
involved, is held every two years. 
When this becomes a yearly event, 
this Salon then tries to get 
recognition to become an Inter- 
national Salon. 


The National Salon is only for 
photographers residing within South- 
ern Africa, which includes SWA and 
Rhodesia, whilst an International 

is open to photographers from any 
part of the world. 


An entry form must be obtained from 
the organisers of the Salon which is 
advertised in photographic publica- 
tions from time to time. The sure 
way of getting an entry form is to 
become a member of PSSA, who also 
publish a bulletin giving the Salon 
Scene. If you don't automatically 
receive an antry form the addresses 
are given where to write to. A 
small entry fee is normally required 
to defray postage costs. Make sure 
your entry arrives well in advance of 
the closing date as postage can 
sometimes be delayed and your entry 
will be sent back unopened. 


Judging of slides are normally done 
by three judges. The slides are 
placed in trays haphazardly in 

their various categories. Each 
judge normally judges the slide out 
of five points giving a total of 15 
points. Depending on the number of 
entries and number of slides required 
for the Salon, the top marks are taken 
and reduced until the required number 
of slides is obtained. This may 
bring the marks required for an 
acceptance to say 9 points. Slides 
that gained points under this are 
therefore not accepted. Lets take 
the statistics for the recent Border 
International Salon: 


Pictorial Colour Slides: 
Number of authors - 373 
Number of entries - 1332 
Successful authors - 200 
Number of acceptances - 352 


You can thus see that very nearly only 
half of the authors who entered were 
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successful in obtaining acceptances. 
Only 352 slides were accepted out of 
1332 entries. So you can see that 
if your slide obtains an acceptance, 
it is amongst the top slides of that 
particular Salon which had entries 
from all over the world. 


Even if you do not obtain a accept- 
ance, you still receive a report 

card giving the marks obtained by 
all your slides. It is these 

marks which mean such a lot to the 
author, for he can judge his standard 
as assessed by the Salon Judges. 


REMEMBER, AS YOU ADVANCE IN THE CLUB, 
IT IS NECESSARY THAT THOSE ACCEPTAN- 
CES BE OBTAINED IN ORDER TO PROCEED

CLIMAX BY OMISSION 


How does one construct a Climax by 
Omission, and, how does it work? 


Let us deal with “how" first, 

because it is a great deal easier. 
Take any plot. As first written, it 
tends to be a full statement of 
events, causes and effects. For 
example, Mary gets on a bus. There 
is a row with the conductor over her 
ticket. Later, however they meet 
again and become friends. Eventually 
he proposes. She accepts, and they 
are married. This in film form 
could be very tedious, even though the 
initial quarrel is intended to make 
the audience surprised at their 
ultimate fate. How much more of a 
climax is achieved by cutting from 

the middle of the argument straight 

to the middle of the Wedding March: 


Likewise cutting from Bill uneasily 
plonking suitcases in front of the 
customs official, to Bill in broad 
arrow suit working with a pickaxe; 
Charlie takes a long swit from a 
whisky bottle and climbs into car, 
then cut to Charlie in bandages, or 
Charlie's widow carrying flowers. 
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Probably the easiest way to construct 
such a climax is by writing out your 
plot in a series of pictures as well 
as text. you will see which 
stages could be omitted to speed up 
the action in this way. 


Why does the technique of Climax by 
Omission succeed? Its as difficult 
to say as it is to analyse the 
humour in a joke, but my guess is 
that we - the writers, directors, 
producers, of all forms of stage, 
screen and written work - have 
gradually conditioned our audience 
and readers to thinking one jump 
ahead of the action all the time. 
They are therefore pleased and 
amused when we defeat them by taking 
two jumps or three jumps, as one, 
yet their minds are swift enough to 
catch up with us after a moment's 
thought. From conversations with 
scriptwriters and producers of films 
for audiences in less highly developed 
parts of the world, I know that 
tricks such as this will not work 

in their films. 


BE THANKFUL FOR THE TROUBLES OF YOUR 
JOB 


Be thankful for the troubles of your 
job. They provide about half your 
income, because if it were not for 

the things that go wrong, the 
difficult people you have to deal with 
and the problems and unpleasantness 

of your working day, someone could 

be found to handle your job for half 
of what you are being paid. 


It takes intelligence, resourceful- 
ness, patience, tact and courage to 
meet the troubles of any job. That 
is why you hold down your present 
job. And it may be the reason you 
aren't holding an even bigger one. 


If more of us would start to look for 
more troubles and learn to handle them 
cheerfully and with good judgement as 
opportunities, rather than irrita- 
tions, we would find ourselves getting 
ahead at a surprising rate. For it 
is a fact that there are plenty of 

big jobs waiting for men and women who 
aren't afraid of the troubles con- 
nected with them.

and seconded by Mr M Smith. 

Mr Marais said he felt the Society was 
in a sound financial position and 

Mr Luckhoff said the Society had done 
the best it could with the available 
funds. 


5. AUDITORS' REMUNERATION 


The Chairman presented the auditors' 
account for their audit fees for 
the year. This was R250. It was 
agreed that this amount be passed. 
Proposed by Mr R Erasmus, seconded 
by Mr H Gerretsen. 
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6. REPORTS OF DIVISIONS 


The Chairman said the reports of the 
various Divisions had been published 
and he suggested that these be 
approved “en bloc". This was agreed 
to. 


7. TO CONSIDER A CHANGE IN THE STATUS 
OF THE SOCIETY 


The Chairman read a report on sugges- 
ted changes in the status of the 
Society prepared by Mr H Nackan ARPS 
as a result of a meeting attended by 
Messrs Nackan, Luckhoff and G Lock 
(auditor). A copy of this report 
follows these minutes. 


The first point discussed was the 
Matter of becoming a Section 21 
Company. The Chairman pointed out 
that the Registrar of Companies had 
requested that the Society's Consti- 
tution be redrafted as there were so 
Many amendments and this would have 
to be attended to. 


Mr R Johannesson, on behalf of Cape 
Town Photographic Society, proposed 
that the Board proceed forthwith 
with the implementation of the 
change to a Section 21 Company. 
Seconded by Mr B Wilkins. 


The second point discussed was the 
Matter of reducing the number of 
Directors. The Chairman said that 
the Executive and Secretariat should 
remain in the Transvaal. There was 
a provision, however, that this could 
be changed at an Annual General 
Meeting by a 75% vote. Mr Luckhoff 
suggested that the Executive Director 
should be elected by the Board of 
Directors, the Board to consist of 
two Transvaal Directors, and the other 
provinces each having one Director 
(ie Natal, OFS & Cape). 


Mr Johannesson of Cape Town Photo- 
graphic Society said he felt the 
existing system was extremely 
efficient and running well and he did 
not think a change as envisaged in 
the report would make for any more 
efficient running of the Society. 


Mr Luckhoff replied that the primary 
objective of cutting down the number 
of Directors was to bring the Direc- 
tors together at least twice a year 
and this will never be able to be 
achieved with a large Board. Some 
of the Directors in the past having 
served out their full term of office 
without putting in an appearance at 
a Board Meeting. 
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Mr Marais said he felt that the 
proposal was a practical one but 
suggested that the Transvaal have 

3 Directors, one for the Northern 
Transvaal, one for Transvaal 
(Witwatersrand) and one for Southern 
Transvaal and that the Cape have two 
Directors, one each for Western 

Cape and Eastern Cape. 


Mr Erasmus suggested that people 
voted into Directorships should be 
workers for the Society and not 
necessarily competent photographers. 
Mr Johannesson said that the Society 
was run presently by the Executive 
Chairman and his Committee with 
reference to the Board for decisions. 
This system was working extremely 
well and he could not see any 

reason for changing it. 


Mr Luckhoff said the reason for the 
cut in numbers of Directors was to 
make it more workable. As in the 
past and no doubt in the coming 
year, all 15 Directors will not 
take an active part in the running 
of the Society. It would be 

much easier to get a smaller number 
of Directors together for meetings. 


Mr N Whitehouse suggested that there 
would always be passengers whether 
the Board consisted of 15 members or 
6. Mr Luckhoff disagreed saying 
that it would be up to the Provinces 
to elect a Director who would work. 
Dr JL Viljoen said he felt that it 
would be just as difficult to get 6 
Directors together as it would be to 
get 10 out of 15 together. 


Mr B Wilkins pointed out that present- 
ly there were 8 Directors in the 
Transvaal, 3 in the Cape and 2 in 

the Free State but the biggest 
absenteeism was from the Transvaal 

and it appeared that people who were 
within reasonable access of a meeting 
were still not able to attend meetings. 
So even with a change the Society 
would be back to a status quo with 
nearby Directors not attending 
meetings. 


Mr L Roux of Vanderbijlpark suggested 
that if a Director represented a 
specific area there would not be a 
problem of absenteeism at meetings. 


Mr Johannesson pointed out that the 
Directors did not need to meet ona 
regular basis as the running of the 
Society was carried out very well 
by the Executive Committee. 


Mr Luckhoff said that Mr K Halliday 
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had written to say he felt useless 
and frustrated as a “postal Director" 
and currently there was no Director 
in Natal so that province would most 
probably not be very active as far 

as PSSA was concerned in the coming 
year. There were Directors who 

did not take an interest in the 
running of the organisation. 


Mr Marais felt that if a Director 
was nominated by his own region he 
would take an active part in the 
decisions which were taken. He 
would have a responsibility to his 
members who nominated him. Mr I 
Schutte supported Mr Marais. 


Mr Luckhoff said this proposal had 
only been put forward as a suggested 
basis for discussion as a result of 
a sub-committee formed in accordance 
with the previous years' Annual 
General Meeting. He then asked 

the members what action they wished 
to be taken. 


a) should the board remain at 15 

b) should the board consist of 8 
Members (3 Tvl, 2 Cape, 1 each 
Natal & OFS and 1 Executive 
Director) 

c) should the board consist of 5 
members - 1 for each province 
and 1 executive Director. 


Mr G Robertson suggested that the 
Board remain as it was presently. 

Mr M Smith suggested that Directors 
are appointed according to the 
density of clubs in particular areas. 
Mr Luckhoff said that presently 
Directors were not appointed to 
represent their specific areas but 
under the new system he would become 
involved in the PSSA Problems 
relative to his area. HePsaidrice 
appeared the meeting was divided on 
the matter but pointed out that 

the Society had been charged with 
investigating the matter and this 
proposed new system was the result 
of these investigations. This was 
just a proposal for consideration. 
He stressed that there should not be 
Directors who were "passengers". 
They should be working Directors 
otherwise he should not be there. 

It was then decided that the proposal 
should be published in full (see 
following these minutes) and the 
general members be asked to respond 
giving their feelings on the proposal. 
A decision on what to do next will be 
taken after this feedback has been 
received. Mr Johannesson said it 
would be interesting to publish 
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figures showing how much each area 
paid in affiliation fees. This 

was agreed. Mr Luckhoff pointed out 
that this proposal need not go 
through in the next year but could 

be postponed to the following AGM. 


8. TO CONSIDER THE FOLLOWING 


a) To amend clause 9 of the Articles 
of Association by insertion of the 
following underlined words ".... for 
so long as they maintain membership 
of the Society members, except 

trade members as defined in Section 
5b shall be entitled appropriately 
to display the official insignia of 
the Society. 


Mr Luckhoff said that this would 
Mean that only those Trade Members 
who paid a higher fee would be 
entitled to display the Society's 
badge and to state that they are 
affiliate members of PSSA. A fee 
of about R100 would be called for. 
The resolution was proposed by 

Mr R Johannesson and seconded by 
Mr R Erasmus. Agreed unanimously. 


9. AFFILIATE TRADE SPONSORED CAMERA 
CLUBS 


The idea behind this was that clubs 
such as the Pentax club wished to 
become affiliated to PSSA. They 
would have none of the privileges 
such as rerecording rights and they 
could not be charged Rl per member 
as this would be far too expensive. 
Their membership would be on a 
basis of mutual co-operation and 
benefit. A new membership section 
should be established called 
"Affiliate Trade Sponsored Camera 
Clubs". These clubs would not 
receive magazines, have voting rights 
or any other privileges. The 
advantage to the Society is that it 
can claim a much larger number of 
members when dealing with advertisers 
or Government Departments (Pentax 
Club has over 3 000 members). 
Acceptance of the resolution was 
proposed by Mr D Reynolds and 
seconded by Mr A du Toit. Agreed 
unanimously. 


10. REVISING CONDITIONS FOR 
SUBSCRIBER MEMBERS AND AFFORDING 
THEM FULL VOTING RIGHTS 


Mr Luckhoff explained that this con- 
cerned our Non-White members. A 
member who was in the Diplomatic 
Corp was against any discriminatory 
practices in the Society including 
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payment of lower fees. Mr Wilkins 
pointed out that "Subscriber 
Members" would cease to exist and 
Non-Whites would all be Full 
Members. The acceptance of the 
resolution was proposed by 

Mr B Wilkins and seconded by Mr 

R Johannesson. Agreed unanimously. 


11. GENERAL 


Mr Erasmus spoke on behalf of 

Mr Savage of Germiston. Mr Savage 
had suggested that the PSSA fees be 
raised as photographers spend large 
amounts on equipment and there 
should be no objection to members 
paying R10 per annum. He did not 
see how the Society could run on 
such low fees. Mr Johannesson 
pointed out that this was a Board 
Matter and not an AGM matter. 

Mr Luckhoff said there were various 
other sources of income for the 
coming year, for example an appli- 
cation had been made to the Plastic 
Arts Commission for a considerable 
amount. Mr Marais supported 

Mr Savage's suggestion saying that 
without a rise in fees the Society 
could not grow and expand and the 
fact that an application had been 
made to the Government should not 
influence the meeting's feelings 

on the matter. 


Mr Wilkins thanked the President 
on behalf of the Directors for 
holding office for the past two 
years. He felt sure it was going 
to be very difficult for the next 
encumbent to maintain the 
standards set by Mr Luckhoff. 
Round of applause. 


The meeting closed at 4 pm.

If you have read the foregoing minutes 
of the AGM you will have seen that 
you, the general members, have been 
asked to comment on the following 
suggested re-structure of PSSA. A 
decision on whether to proceed with 
this suggestion or not will be taken 
after this feedback has been received 
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and we would urge members to let us 
have their comments as soon as 
possible. 


MEMORANDUM OF SUGGESTED RE-STRUCTURE 
OF THE PHOTOGRAPHIC SOCIETY OF 
SOUTHERN AFRICA LIMITED 


The Photographic Society of Southern 
Africa Limited is duly constituted 
by registration as "A Company 
limited by guarantee and not having 
a capital divided into shares" in 
terms of the Companies Act 1926 as 
amended. 


The Articles of Association of PSSA 
confer upon the Board of Directors’ 
power to manage the affairs of the 
Society. In terms of the present 
Articles, the Board of Directors 
consists of: 


a) The immediate Past President of 
the Society; and 


b) not less that seven nor more than 
fifteen other members who shall 
be elected in accordance with 
the Articles of Association. 


The Board of Directors has the power 
to create and establish such 
divisions and/or committees as may 
be deemed fit from time to time as 
well as the right to discontinue any 
such divisions or committees from 
time to time. 


The day to day running of the Society 


is virtually controlled by the 
Executive Committee subject to the 
approval and control of the Board of 
Directors. 


The present Board of Directors 
consists of thirteen members who are 
situate in all Provinces of the 
Republic of South Africa. 
of the large number of Directors and 
more particularly the fact that they 
are spread throughout the Provinces, 
administrative problems arise and 
usually the only occasion when the 


full Board of Directors can effective- 


ly meet together is at the Annual 
Congress. 


It is suggested that this arrangement 
is not only cumbersome but impractical 


and that members should give serious 
consideration to simplifying and 
streamlining the administration of 
the Society's activities. 


By so doing, and particularly by 


reducing the number of Directors it is 
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By reason 


felt that the administration of the 
Society can be greatly improved and 
will permit a far more economic and 
workable administration. In 
addition, many of the problems 
presently being encountered as a 
result of lack of communication 
between Directors and the Secretariat 
could be alleviated. 


In broad terms, it is suggested: 


a) That the number of Directors 
be reduced to a maximum of 
6 or 7 Directors; 


b) that the Society's President be 
Chairman of the Board of Directors 
and that the President be an 
active member of the Society at 
all times. He to be elected by 
the Board of Directors from their 
number; 


c) That the Directors should be 
nominated and elected from each 
of the Provinces with 2 Directors 
from the Transvaal (1 of whom 
should bear the title of Executive 
Director and as such be Chairman 
of the Executive Committee), 1 
from the Orange Free State, 1 from 
the Cape and 1 from Natal. The 
Executive Director should be 
elected by the Directors of each 
of the 4 Provinces; 


d) That the persons appointed as 
Directors be required to attend 
meetings at least 4 times per 
year and be available for consul- 
tation at all times; 


e) That for the time being, the 
administration of the Society 
and the Secretariat shall remain 
in the Transvaal Province unless 
the Society in General Meeting 
determines that the administration 
and Secretariat be transferred 
to any of the other Provinces; 


£) That a greater emphasis be 
placed on dividing the Republic 
into Regional Divisions in each 
Province, each such Regional 
Division being responsible for 
the efficient management and 
promotion of the interests of 
clubs and individual members in 
each Province. The Board of 
Directors will then be relieved 
of many localised problems and 
this will enable the Provinces 
to be far more autonomous and 
should certainly promote a 
closer relationship between clubs 
and individual members for the 
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betterment of photography. 


It is further suggested and in fact 
recommended that the Corporate 
Status of the Society be converted 
in terms of the New Companies Act 
of 1973 into "an Association not 
for gain" in terms of Section 21 of 
the New Act. 


The effect of such conversion will 
retain the Corporate Status of the 
Society and the limitation of 
members liability but will also 
provide financial benefits to the 
Society which inter alia will no 
longer be required to pay annual 
duties, and will remove the onerous 
requirements of lodging numerous 
returns to the Registrar of Companies 
annually thereby effecting a cost 
saving.’ 


It is recommended that if the members 
of the Society are in general agree- 
ment with these suggestions and/or 
proposals, the Board of Directors 
should be given a directive to 
proceed expeditiously with the 
formulation of a detailed master plan 
for reorganisation which it is 
submitted will be to the benefit of 
the Society and advantageous to its 
members and the continued successful 
existence of the Society.

rather than taking a passive role as 
spectator. With regard to inflation 
to borrow a motto from the water 
shortage time ‘Develop with a Friend’. 
This will help overcome inflation. 


World trends in quality, technique 
and picture content are for ever 

on the move and it is up to all of 
us to be aware of these trends and 
apply the best interpretation in 
our own sphere of interest. Our 
outlook must never be static but 
always striving for 'TRUTH' - to 
just copy what is successful or in 
vogue is good ‘practice’ but is not 
necessarily what photography is all 
about. Good photography is 
essentially a self-expression and 
interpretation - an extension of your 
own personality - and it is because 
of this that we are able to continue 
to enjoy our hobby. PSSA exists 
for photography and it is only by 
each and every one of us participa- 
ting fully at individual, Club and 
National level that photography in 
South Africa is going to be mean- 
ingful and hold a place in the 
world to which it is accustomed.
